der the age of 16 because the 
testimony regarding the charge 
did not coincide with the date of 
the offense as listed on the indict- 
ment. 

The two victims, one now 21 and 
the other now 18, testified that 
they met the Rev. Mr. Stone as a 
result of their membership in the 
Rollstone Congregational Church. 
The Rev, Mr. Stone had been pas- 
tor of the church since 1979 and 
resigned in May of this year after 
the charges were filed against 
him. 

The younger of the two victims 
testified that he began attending 
wetskiy counseling sessions with

Consent was an issue on the in- 
decent assault and battery charges 
because it was Assistant District 
Attorney Thomas E. Landry's bur- 
den to prove beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the victims did not con- 
sent to the acts. 

In his instructions to the jury, 
Muikem said the age of the victim 
was a "crucial factor" to consider 
in determining the question of con- 
sent.

Minister resigns amid abuse charges

under 14. Yesterday he was 
charged with four counts of inde- 
cent assault and battery on a child 
over 14, two counts of rape and 
abuse of a child under 16, three 
counts of rape and two counts of 
sodomy. 

Stone was released on personal 
recognizance for appearance in 
Fltchburg District Court May 16. 

Gallant said Stone is undergoing 
psychiatric counseling at an undis- 
closed location. 

Kathleen Ennis Durstine, associ- 
ate minister of the Rollstone Con- 
gregational Church, 199 Main St., 
said Stone resigned as minister of 
the church last Thursday. She said 
church officials accepted the res- 
ignation, and the Rev. Richard 
Sparrow, associate conference 
minister for the Massachusetts 
Conference United Church of 
Christ, was brought in to help the 
church recover from the revela- 
tion. 

RESPONSE 

'There's been a wonderful effort 
on the pan of the Rev. Richard 
Sparrow to begin the healing pro- 
cess and a wonderful response 
from the parishioners and the 
members of the community to 
these concerns," she said. 

Rev, Durstine said a lawyer 
from the Massachusetts Confer- 
ence United Church of Christ has 
advised church members not to 
discuss the charges against Stone. 
She said the charges came as a 
surprise to her. 

Chuck Funk, scout master of 
Boy Scout Troop 41, which has 
been sponsored by Rollstone 
Church for 42 years, said Stone 
was immediately suspended as a 
member of the troop's advisory 
committee after scouting officials 
learned of the charges against him 
on Thursday, Funk said no deter- 
mination has been made on what 
will be done to help the troop 



members cope with the situation. 

"There have been numerous 
meetings held, and it's still under 
discussion what the troop is going 
to do," he said. 

DISCUSSION 

Gallant said police met with 
church members and Boy Scout 
leaders on Sunday to discuss the 
charges against Stone. He said the 
meeting was an emotional one. 

u We understand that the issue is 
a sensitive one. There are many 
good parishioners who are deeply 
affected/* he said. 

Steven Montgomery, scout exec- 
utive for the Nashoba Valley Boy 
Scout Council, to which Troop 41 
belongs, said the council acted 
quickly to suspend Stone because 
of the strong stand the Boy Scouts 
of America has taken on the issue 
of child sexual abuse. 

"The Boy Scouts nationally will 
noc tolerate any kind of activity of 
that kind," he said. 

QUESTIONED 

Gallant said police first ques- 
tioned Stone after the initial com- 
plaints were made last Thursday. 
Later the same day, he said. Stone 
came to police headquarters on his 
own and was charged. Gailant said 
police then obtained a search war- 
rant for the church, where uniden- 
tified evidence was seized result- 
ing in additional charges. 

Gailant said the charges repre- 
sent only a portion of the com- 
plaints made against Stone. "The 
frequency and occurrence of the 
crimes are too numerous to ad- 
dress/* he said. 

In most cases, Gallant said, the 
alleged sexual assaults happened 
during counseling sessions be- 
tween Stone and the victims. He 
said Stone personally knew all the 
victims. 

Gailant said the investigation is 
continuing. 

Stone had been pastor of the 



Rollstone Congregational Church 
since March 1979. Before that' he 
was pastor of the Federated 
Church in iMariborough, N.H., and 
before that he was at the First 
Congregational Church in Stough- 
ton, where he was ordained. He is 
originally from Central Falls, R.L

F7CHBURG - The Rev. Dr. 
Waiter N. Stone, a Congregational 
minister in the city for 10 years, 
has been charged by police with 
rape and sexual abuse involving 
children who were either members 
of Rollstone Congregational 
Church or members of a Boy Scout 
troop at the church. 

Police Chief Edward J. Gallant 
Jr said an investigation of com- 
plaints against Stone began last i 
week after family members of an 
alleged victim came forward. Gal- ( 
lant said the case involves com- 
plaints "too numerous to enu- ! 
merate" of rape and sexual abuse 
that allegedly occurred over the 
last four to five years. j 

'The events that we allege oc- 
curred over several years, having 
to do with Rev. Stone's ministry 
and affiliation with the Boy Scout 
troop at the church. 

"Some of the events allegedly 
occurred in the church and at 
other places in Fltchburg/* Gallant 
said.
